DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 2 and 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Darkins et 
al. (6,821,085). Darkins et al. disclose a method for assembling a stator assembly for a turbine 
engine comprising: position a shroud 42 fabricated from a ceramic matrix composite material 
(column 4, lines 29-32) adjacent to a metallic stator bock 58; and coupling the shroud to the 
stator block using a coupling arrangement such that a predetermined radial clearance is defined 
between the shroud and a rotor assembly coupled radially inward of the stator assembly. The 
coupling arrangement comprises at least one fastener 56 extends through a fastener opening in 
the shroud and the stator. 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1 . 132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 3 7 CFR 1.131. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 13-15, 27-28 and 40-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Darkins, Jr. et al. in view of Miller et al. (6,045,310). Darkins, Jr. et al. disclose al of the 
claimed subject matter except for the details of the fastener including a wear coating or a thermal 
coating. 

Miller et al. teach a fastener for high temperature environment components where in one 
of the components is metallic and the other component is non-metallic. The fastener comprises a 
head portion, a nose portion and a barrel portion. A wearing coating is included and Miller et al. 
discloses also an oxidation resistant coating (Column 10, lines 24-30). Since both Darkins, Jr. et 
al. and Miller et al. disclose fasteners used in high temperature environments and the components 
they are fastening are metallic and non-metallic, it would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the fastener of Darkins, Jr. et al., 
with the teachings of Miller et al., by applying a coating as taught for the purpose of improving 
the life expectancy of the fastener.
